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DR. WINFRED G. LEUTNER 


DR. WINFRED G. LEUTNER, 
PRESIDENT OF WESTERN RE- 
SERVE UNIVERSITY SINCE 1934, 
was bornin Cleveland, Ohio in March 
1897. He was graduated from Adel- 
bertCollege of Western Reserve and 
received his A.B. in 1901. He re- 
ceived his Ph.D, from Johns Hopkins 
University in 1905, and his L.L.D. 
from Wittenburg College in 1935. 

Dr. Leutner was Instructor in 
Greek, Adelbert College, Western 
Reserve University, 1903-04; Act- 
ing Professor of Greek, 1905-06; 
Assistant Professor of Greek and 
Latin, 1909-15; Professor of Greek 
and Latin, 1915-35; Dean of Adel- 
bert College, 1912-25; Acting Sec- 
retary-Treasurer, Western Reserve 
University, 1917-18; Acting Direc- 
tor, Cleveland College, Western Re- 
serve University, 1925-34; Acting 
President, 1933-34 President, 1934- 

Dr. Leutner recently announced 
thathe will step down fromthe Pre- 
sidency of Western Reserve in June 
of 1949. He was one of the guiding 
figures in the University’s program 
of adult education which crystalized 
in 1925 with the founding of Cleve- 
land College. Less than a year ago 
Dr. Leutner announceda $20,900,000 
expansion program for Reserve 
which is designed to enlarge the 
physical size of the campus as well 
as to improve the present instruc- 
tion facilities. He estimates that it 
will take at least ten years for the 
expansion program tobe completed. 

Dr. Leutner has the distinction 
of being the only President in Re- 
serve’s history who has graduated 
from Adelbert College, and the only 
Reserve President who has not had 
an education in theology. 








WINFRED G. LEUTNER 


Dr. Winfred G. Leutner became president of Western 
Reserve University in 1934. Prior to that time he attend- 
ed Adelbert College, receiving his Ph. D. degree from 
Johns Hopkins University in 1905, after whichhe journeyed 
to Rome and Athens where he continued his studies. He 
became Instructor in Greek at Adelbert in 1903. Dr. 
Leutner has received LL.D. degrees from Wittenberg, 
Wooster, and Oberlin Colleges. A member of Phi Beta 
Kappa and Beta Theta Pi fraternities, Dr. Leutner also 
appears in ‘‘Who’s Who in America’’. An all-around 
athlete, Dr. Leutner specializes in swimming, fishing, and 
walking, and in his quieter moments may be found reading 


a current novel or working in his garden. 
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Dr. Simon has been Educational Vice-president 
of Western Reserve University for the last eight 
years and Dean of the Faculty of Arts and Sciences 
since 1936. He received his A.B. and A.M. degrees 
from Harvard but went to the University of Chicago 
for his Ph.D.. At present Dr. Simon utilizes his 
vacations and spare time with traveling and garden- 
ing; in addition, he is an active Harvard and Uni- 
versity of Chicago Club member. 


Mr. Blythin, former mayor of Cleveland, is 
now Financial Vice-president of Western Reserve 
University. He took his LL.B. at Baldwin Wallace 
in 1916 and his LL.D. at the Cleveland Law School 
in 1940 before coming to Reserve in his present 
capacity in 1943. Mr. Blythin’s hobby of collecting 
clocks is equaled only by his interest in politics.. 


Dr. Mayo, Dean of the School of Applied Social 
Studies, has been recently appointed Vice-President 
In Charge of the University Building Program which 
will result in a fifty milliondollar university group 
within the next ten years. Activein social and wel- 
fare groups, he is president of the Child Welfare 
League of America and the National Conference of 
Social Work. Although Dr. Mayo is one of the 
busiest men on campus he still finds time to play 


golf or bridge whenever the occasion arises. 








Dr. Jones was appointed Dean of Adelbert Col- 
lege inFebruary 1947. He received his A.B. degree 
from Emory University in 1921 and later went to 
Harvard University where he receivedhis M.A. and 
Ph.D. degrees by 1927. Dean Jones, an enthusiastic 
sports fan, can sometimes be found playing tennis 
or doing some horse-back riding on one of the local 
bridle paths to keep in shape for foxhunting, his 
secret passion. Students know him as the ‘‘Bearer 
of Gifts’’. 


Dean Bunge assumed her present position as 
Dean of the Francis Payne Bolton School of Nurs- 
ing in 1946. She received her B.A. and Certificate 
of Graduate Nursing by 1930from the University of 
Wisconsin. In 1936 she attended Teachers College 
of Columbia University where she received her M. 
A. degree. Dean Bunge is a member of Phi Beta 
Kappa, Theta Lambda Tau, and Alpha Kappa Delta, 
an honorary sociological society. Dean Bunge likes 
listening to music and she is also a horseback 
riding enthusiast. 


Dr. Griffin assumed the position of Dean of Men 
in 1945. During the war he left his post as Assist- 
ant Dean of Adelbert to serve with the U.S. Navy. 
After receiving his Bachelor's degree from Hills- 
dale College in Michigan, he tookhis Ph.D. at West- 
ern Reserve University. His duties comprise the 
counseling of all the men of the colleges on social, 
financial, and personal problems and the super- 
vision of all extra-curricular activities. Although 
these activities are time consuming, he is able to 
pursue his hobby of collecting records and patron- 
izing the arts.

Dean Bacon of the School of Architecture re- 
ceived his B.S. degree from the University of Pen- 
nsylvania in 1911, and his M.A. in 1913. Prior to 
1929, when he assumed the position of Dean of the 
Western Reserve University School of Architec- 
ture, Dean Bacon served as Assistant to the Dean 
of the School of Fine Arts of the University of Penn- 
sylvania and as Director of the Cleveland School 
of Architecture. Throughout these years, his major 
interest, travel, has carried him throughout most 
of Europe. Anyone interestedin dragging skeletons 
out of the family closet might consult the Dean, for 
he delights in genealogical research. 


Dean Wyss of the School of Pharmacy took his 
present positionin 1945 after serving as Head of the 
Department of Pharmacy atthe University of Buffa- 
lo. Other laurels were achieved at the University 
of Colorado where he received his Sc.B., M.S., and 
Ph.D. degrees. His favorite pastimes are fishing, 
hunting, dancing, and gardening. He has done exten- 
sive research both in pharmaceutical and food 
chemistry, and is the consulting pharmacist for the 
Meyer Memorial Hospital in Buffalo. 


Mr. Downer received his A.B. degree from 
Adelbert College in 1917, and returned to Adelbert 
in 1920as Registrar after serving as a sergeant in 
World War I. In 1927, he became Registrar for 
Cleveland College, which position he held until 1943, 
at which time he went to work for the Educational 
Service of the OPA. He returned to Western 
Reserve University in September, 1945, as Regist- 
rar. A man of diversified interests, Mr. Downer 
actively participates in the Civic Club, and enjoys 
politics as a game, but derives his principal pleas- 
ures from taking extensive trips and working in his 
garden.
